Our last night’s dispatches bring us the 
particulars of the official protocol agreed 
upon between this government enc Spain in 
settlement of the Virginius embroglio. 

It will be seen that Spain gives up the Vir- 
ginius and her surviving passengers. Spain 
is to salute the American flag on the 25th of 
December, unless she can show that the Vir. 
ginius was engaged in that which forfeited 
her right to American protection. The 
question of damages for the families of the 
dead isto be reserved for future investiga- 
tion. Both governments are to punish those 
who have violated law and forced them into 
the trouble. 

It will be seen that the matter has been 
taken out of the hands of the American 
Minister to Spain, General Sickles, and the 
negotiations have been conducted in Wash- 
ington by the American authorities, and the 
Spanish Minister to this country. The only 
hitch in the matter will be Spain’s possible 
inability to make the Spanish authorities in 
Cuba execute the settlement. This, of course, 
will still leave a warlike contingency ahead. 
How far an indignant public opinion has 
forced the administration to promptness in 
this matter can be conjectured. But the ad- 
ministration thought it had a heavy backing 
of public sentimen) behind it. 

The administration has expended several 
millions of dollars in its preparations for war. 
How far these preparations have effected the 
Spanish government in its offer of reparation 
is another matier of conjecture. But if we 
are not at fault in our memory, it was an- 
nounced at the start that the Spanish Presi- 
dent was most desirous of an amicable set- 
tlement. And any hitch in the negotiations 
seems largely due to Sickles’ bungling di- 
plomacy. 

The Spanish Government has her hands 
full at present. She is running two costly 
wars. She has got the Carlist insurrection 
at home, and the Cuban revolution on that 
Isle. Whether she was in a condition, with 
her hands already full, to tackle a foreign foe 
of such resources as this nation, strikes one 
as exceedingly improbable. She must have 
been crazy to have gone into another fight 
unless she entertained the chimerical hope 
that a foreign war would unite her dissey- 
ered nationality. 

Looking at the condition of Spain does it 
not occur to even a cursory observer that the 
United States authorities have been making 
a superlatively unnecessary fuss, ana could 
have accomplished the same result that they 
have by @ firm, temperate demand without 
any costly flutter of preparation. 


Does it not raise a mild suspicion that the 
administration, frightened out of its very 
boots by the extraordinary iicking it received 
in the late elections, has bounced this Cuban 
matter as a God-send to clatter about and 
divert attention from the panic and its other 
achievements calculated to disgust the people 
of the country.

The Aleppo cculd not approach her wharf, 
the tide being out, so the passengers and 
their baggage were transferred to a small 
harbor-steamer, and in an increvibly short 
space of time we were deposited in the 
Liverpool Custom House. The English 
government haying in its employ gentle- 
mapy Officials, the delay produced in the ex- 
amipation of the baggage was sbort, and the 
inspection merely nominal. Tobacco and 
liquors seemed to be the only bug-bears, and 
they molested no man on account of a few 
cgarsora quantity of chewing tobacco for 
his own use. In other words the British gov- 
ernment seemed to be disposed to regard 
steamsbip passengers as gentlemen and not 
swindlers, who were endeavoring to 
cheat the Custom House out 
of its legitimate duty. The New York 
Custom House, on the contrary, going, I sup- 
pose, upon the principle of “set a thief to 
catch @ thief,” has filled its offices with a set 
of most unmitigated scoundrels who levy a 
systematic black-mail upon wunsuspecting 
travelers—forcing those who will not bribe 
them to pay duty upon every imaginable va- 
riety of article which can be brought under 
the Jetter of the law, or, otherwise, un>lusb- 
ingly takiog from travelers who are 
“posted” the most palpable bribes for not 
stealing from them. I was detained four 
hours in the New York Custom House, upon 
my return, and was forced to pay twenty- 
five dollars in gold, duty upon articles, every 
Singie ene of which was private property, 
intended for personal use, and not, in the 
strictest interpretation of the law, liable to

was there, it was the third city in Great 
Britain in point of poeeiones, London and 
Liverpool alone eclipsing it. Since then, I 
am of impression that it has outstripped Liv- 
],and stands second to London on)y. 
tisacuriousoldtown. The vast, gloomy 
store houses, rising six or eight stories above 
the narrow, dark streets; the quaint Scotch 
manners and the general unlikeness to any 
city the traveler has ever seen before, make 
it altogether one of the most interesting lo- 
calities in England. Situated on the River 
Clyde, at a point whence it becomes naviga- 
ble to thesea, it is the great headquarters for 
the manufacture of iron-clad vessels. Nine- 
tenths of these steel-mailed monsters now 
in existence were built at Glasgow. 
The lovers of Scott’s novels will remember, 
too, that the scene of Rob Roy lies partly in 
Glasgow, and the old prison now stands in 
which Frank Osfaldistone met the free- 
booter. 
Sunday morning broke upon us with a 
beautiful day, after the first night at a little 
rivate boarding house, called Fieming’s 
Temperance Hotel. The adjective was sig- 
nificant enough, for the Scotch are hard 
drinkers. They imbibe whisky with their 
mother’s milk, and drink regularly in all 
classes and at all ages. 
We went to chureh at a Free Church 
establishment, where I notice a vast iron 
salver placed at the door for the reception of 
alms, [he bottom of the same was; covered 
with coppers. 
The next morning was spent in “doing” 
Glasgow. The “lion” of the city is the Ca- 
thedral and cemetery adjoining, called the 
Necropolis. The former is really a grand 
id stone pile, founded by John Achius 
Bishop of Glasgow, in 1133. Here, too, we 
meet with another reminiscence of Rob Roy 
in the crypt where Rob gives his warning to 
Osbaldistone. Thestyle of the Cathedral is 
of a gloomy, massive Gothic cast, but the 
effect, combined with the dim, sepulcral 
light thrown by the stained-glass windows 
is indescribably impressive. These windows, 
by the way, were erected, many of them by 
e nobility and wealthy Glasgow citizens, 
t individual expenses. The designs upon 
them are, of course, Scriptural scenes, and, 
as the work was done in Munich, are of sur- 
passing beauty. 
The Cathedral is 319 feet long, 68 feet 
ide, and the spire 225 feet high.

A CONSTITUTIONAL CCNVENTION. 

The press in Georgia is discussing the ne- 
cessity of a constitutional convention to 
straighten up matters in Georgia. There are 
various reasons suggested, and these are 
preseed witha good deal of ardor, but we 
cannot confess conviction. Thereasons may 
be good, but we do not think they are sufti- 
cient to warraat the calling of a convention 
during the next twelve monthr. 

The present Constitution of the State may 
be defective for aught we know. We are 
not very familiar with it—no more so than 
many who are lustily calling for its abolition ; 
butit seems tousthat the State of Georgia is 
moving on very smoothly justnow. The glar- 
ing defects‘injour fundamental law, and its af- 
fairs which so many of our cotemporaties 
profess to see, do not appear to have at all 
interfered with a. honest, economical and 
faithful administration of our Government. 
Since Governor Smith went into office, the 
State has been controlled by the real repre- 
sentatives of the people have been, in the 
main, conducted for jhe best interests of the 
people, and not for the benefit of a few aliens 
and adventurers as was the case previously. 

We cannot believe that there are enough 
defects in the present State Constitution to 
require so expensive a remedy as a conven- 
tion. [Fhe cost of holding an election for 
members of such a convention, and then the 
expenses of the convention after it assem- 
bles, will be considerable, and can be but 
poorly sustained at the present time. Those 
who would entail this additional turden on 
the people of the State must surely forget 
how scarce money is, and how difficult it is 
for people to pay the present taxes. That 
must be a very extraordinary necessity which 
would warrant an outlay of two or three 
hundred thousand dollars, while the State 
has one-fourth of its lastissue of bonds stil) 
on hand, and is unable to dispose of them. 

The talk about the necessity of removing 
the capital to Milledgeville is all bosh. The 
capital is doing very well in Atlanta; and if 
it were not, that alone is not sufficient to jus- 
- tify a convention. 
et us hear no more about calling a con- 
vention. With a good Governor and a good 
Legislature, the present constitution will do 
very well until the finances of the people 
and the State get in better condition. — /a- 
Grange Reporter.

cotton. I hate mixtures myself — rather 
have a good cotton any time. 

But the point 1s this, all wool is coming to 
the front in. The preference for soft, 
clinging fabrics, and the revival of the 
Princess dress has restored to us merino, 
cashmere and other fine woolen fiabrics, and 
the variety of rich cloth shades has com- 
pleted the work and given them a vogue 
which for thetime being puts thin, shiny 
silks out of sight. Asa matter of fact, all 
wool materiais are better adapted for the 
house than the street. There is a trailing 
grace to the long plain skirt of a house drvss 
of fine wool, which is lostin the street. 
Moreover “they catch dust,’ as the 
phrase is, and soon grow “gray” with 
being always “on the street,” according to 
the modern habit of city women. Alpaca 
is the only fabric suited to the wear and tear 
of busy life, to the rubbing of the horsecars, 
the defilement of contract pavements, and 
the begriming smoke of thousands of chim- 
neys. One does not love alpaca, at least 
some of us do not, and have not so much ob- 
jection to bunching it up, crumpling and 
wrinkling it, and perhaps tearing it out with 
pins when the stitches drop out as they always 
do. But alapaca is under a ban, with poplin 
and other bright-surfaced fabrics, and so all 
wool, not only in cloth and serge, but in 
cashmere and m?rino, is brought to the gar- 
ish ligbt of day, and is put in contrast with 
brass buttons and jingling steel chains and 
high topped hats until one’s heart is sickened 
and one feels as if one’s own mother were 
being trailed about in the dust or in the mud. 


RECUCTION 1N PRICES. 


A first-class panic has its compensations 
to the merchants, who in some respects suffer 
by it severely. It enables them to get rid, at 
a “reduced” price, of quantities of old shop- 
worn goods which otherwise they would 
never think of being able to sell at all. There 
is @ peculiar idiusyncrasy in the minds of 
people at such times, which makes them, 
even when they have money to spend, will- 
ing to do a sort of penance by buying some- 
thing they do not like and do not want, for 
& little less than they would pay for some- 
thing they do want and would like. In this 
way merchants get rid of a terrible lot of 
trash, and women accumulate it. Undoubdt- 
edly some ona fide reductions have been 
made, but they consist mainly of, two ainds: 
first, the decayed stuff already alluded to; 
secondly, of a few articles and fabrics whose 
prices are well-known, andin which a slight 
reduction will be at once aprepciated. 

Itis surprising what ignorance exists on 
the part of the majority of women in regard 
to values. For example, a lady asked the 
price of an article the other day in a store 
where no even price is ever given. The 
salesman guessed at her customer, and feel~ 
ing disinctined to exertion, she replied at 
random “ftve dollars and a cent,” knowing 
the article to be marked upwards of fifteen 
dollars, but willing to quiz the woman’s ig- 
norance, and mischievously curious to see 
what the woman would say. “How very 
dear,” was the remark which came as was 
expected, as the querist passed on. Now, 
how caa reductions be made to reach the 
understanding of a woman like this? She 
does not know when a thing is dear and 
when it is cheap; her mental gauge rises with 
the occasion. She would not have been as- 
tonished if the price had been stated at fifty 
dollars, and she would consider it equally 
“dear” at five. 

ENAMELLING THE FACE. 


It has of late years become, to a certain 
extent, a fashion to enamel the face. I do 
not mean to say that ladies use enamel to 
beautify themselves for promenading the 
streets, but the number of those whose s0- 
cial status is undeniably good, who do so 
when attending balls, the opera, e‘c., is much 
greater than some may suppose. Uadoubted- 
ly they are ignorant of the consequences of 
the act,and are led from one step to an- 
other, before they are aware in what it is to 
terminate. 
Let me, therefore, say a word as to the 
manner in which skin painting or enamelling 
must interfere with the functions which na- 
ture has given to the skin the duty of per- 
forming. 
Were enamel ever so innocent chemically, 
it must, when applied to the skinin the man- 
ner that it is, become a poison; but how 
much more a poison, if chemically noxious ; 
a pigment laid upon the skin is necessarily 
poisonous in its results, even though not 
classed as & poison. 
Skin enamelling begins with a bath that is 
medicated. All excresences must be taken 
away, which is in itself a very dangerous 
process ; then all wrinkles must be filled up. 
A veneering or enamelling follows; then, 
witb the addition of color upon the checks, 
the process has gone through its second stage; 
while its third and last consists of a glazing 
of the entire surface of the face, neck and 
arms, to prevent the disappearance uf damag- 
ing of the whole. 
The medicated bath effects that softening, 
brightening and purification of the skin, 
which ends, if it be cortivued, in so com- 
pletely renovating it, that a'l pimples or ex- 
cresences disappear. I: is told of some la- 
dies both here and abroad that they have 
even subjected them-e'ves in their great de- 
sire to be made “bi awiitul forever” to the 
process of having pimples, with which some 
are so unfortunate as to be afflicted, shaved 
off with a razor. : 
Next follows the filling up of wrinkies 
with a paste that constitutes a foundation for 
the white, the Sah Sears or the slightly 

llow-toned enamel. 
y The enamel itself is composed of white 
Japanese vegetable wax, one_part leivgated ; 
Oriental pearls, two parts; glycerine, four 
parts; all are melted together in a golden 
pot and stirred with a platioum ladle. 
When sufliciently cool this preparation is 
laid on with « soft rag and soon resembles a 
French polish.

used by some, and imitations of it by others, 
no more foolish practice has ever peen re- 
sorted to, for the enamelled face cannot 
change its expression. It must remain blank, 
like that of a statute. Until late years it was 
incredible that such a fashion could spread. 
The many reasons advanced for the avoid- 
ance of the use of enamel may be said to 
culminate in two—it prevents the skin from 
performing its proper fuctions, and causes 
an alteration{of the original hue, giving it a 
dark and sallow tint. It a lady once resort 
to this practice she must continue to use the 
enamel, or she will be scarcely recognizable, 
To enamel once is to be forced to do go al- 
ways.

Has made good wheat 
sown on the 18th of January, but from the frst to the 
20th of Janusry Js the best time. Sow 
big white during the last October ; 
purple straw ian November, and _ early 
Mayin December. He raises everything to eat on his 
‘farm. Has found cattle raising profitable. Has sold 
$700 worth of cattle this year, and they pay better 
than cotton at present prices. If he owed $5,000 he 
would pureue the policy of diversified agriculture as 
the best means to meet it. Has found sheep and 
goats profitable. Allows no stravge dogs to come 
about his premises, The best use for loafing dogs is 
to manure a éqdare or two in the garden.
